More 
or less crude cisterns held all the 
drinking-water supply that these 
dwellers in the sea had to depend 
upon except what might be ob- 
tained from a few scattered palm 
trees. 


When Hurricane* Come 


There are times when hurrying 


clouds bring not the waters of life 
but the winds ot death to the 
Paumotus. 
During the hurricane 


season, our pilot told me, natives 
lash themselves to the tops ot 
cocoanut trees for protection when 
a hurricane strikes their island 
with full force. Houses are swept 
away, tops of cocoanut trees often 
snapped off by the terrific wind, 
and cisterns, with their precious 
contents, hurled into the lagoons. 
Natives are swept into the seas 
and many survivors of these awful 
calamities perish of thirst before 
some vessel comes to their assist- 
ance 
Seventeen years ago such a 


hurricane visited certain of the 
islands and almost depopulated 
them. 
The Paumotuans 
are a very 


primitive people, but contact with 
French traders has taught most of 
them to speak a quite intelligible 
broken French, and it was in this 
tongue that the Chief of Maniki 
informed us: 
"We will, at once, build you a 


house and every day cocoanuts

Trading With Tobaceo 


A hundred miles was covered be- 


fore the impulse to succeed awak- 
ened and he dared make another 
«top. 
Business was good. 
The 


natives were out of tobacco and he 
had no difficulty in soon obtaining 
flrat one and then another load of 
shell and selling It to passing ves- 
sels of greater size. With a good 
«um of money in his possession the 
fugitive began to feel more com- 
fortable and sought the Island of 
Apu. He was lying at anchor be- 
fore the chief* house when that 
worthy came aboard, saw a stick 
of red sealing wax lying on God- 
frey's desk and immediately con- 
ceived a great longing for it. This 
was something different from any- 
thing he had ever seen before. 


The young American did not want 


to sell his wax because it was the 
only piece he had with which to 
seal envelopes, and mucilage win 
not stick In the tropics. He tried 
to explain to the chief that the 
Hoaling-wax was whitfc man's big 
medicine and not good for natives 
But this only made the chief mor. 
anxious to possess it, and gradually 
the Paumotuan increased his offp'r 
until it. amounted to live hundred 
Khells for the stick. This price was 
so great that the trader could not 
resist. And so h* parted with his 
stick of wax and received his five 
hundred shells. 


The proud chief took his purchase 


Ashore and boiled it In a huge pot 
with water. This liquid was then 
distributed to AH the natives .is 
'white man's big medicine", war- 
ranted to cure All their ailments 


Inspired by his good fortune on 


his next trip to Papeete, Godfrey 
secured all the sealing-wax oir the 
Island, realizing that ho could do A 
big business on this commodity. 
Upon opening the boxes in the 
PAumotus. however, ho found the 
Bealing-wax was green Instead of 
red. His hopes were dashed for 
he had Invested heavily ]n this 
venture. But a change In color did 
not retard the sale of his consign- 
ment. Natives seemed to take as 
readily to green as to the red 
variety. 
But the wax must have 


contained Paris-green as many of 
the natives were mnde deathly sick 
and Godfrey made a hurried exit 
ftway from this locality to other 
islands In the group. He did not 
try the sale of scaling-wax again 


After trading for a full cargo of 


shells he prepared for his return 
to Papeete, hut WAS taken ill with 
malaria and dysentary.

•was In such a poor condition that 
it was leaking badly and he put up 
at a small Island and caulked its 
soams with strips torn from his 
clothing, which left him without 
anything to wear.
